These tuclude measures preventing the Proliferation of nuclear weapons 
*o countries not now possessing then, measures prohibiting the placing 
in orbit of wespons of masa deatruction and finally measures to reduce i 
the xisk of war and to guard against surprise attack, Finally, while : 
both countries should work tovards the ultimate objective of general 
and conplete disarmacent in a peaceful world, we should not forget that 
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in the Joint Stateacat of Agreed Principles for Disarmament Mogotiations 
Qnegatiated by Mr. McCloy and Mr. Zorin) we ageaed to seck to achieva 
aad implasent the widest possible agreenent at the earliest pozsible 
date and €o try to obtain agraenent on wessuree OF Gieearmanent which 
could be obtained without prejudiciog pregrase on the tetal progras. 

As a result ft might be fruitful for us to concider vhat disarnameat 
measures of an intermediate nature might constitute the widezt ares 

of agreonent uhich it would appear to be fessible to implasent at an 
early date, 


tt is suggested that you briefly mention that you have alsog,.d— 
heard from Chairman Khrushchev with respect to Southeast Aeia/thet 

you intond shortly to get fm touch with him on the matter as you 
κερὶ seriously concerned at the apperent intention of the forth 
Vietnasase to continue τὸ stir up trouble in Laos and South Vietnam. 
The United States isa fully conforning to our Geneve commitments in 
apite of Pathet Lao and North Vietnaaeces charges. We have withdrawn 
all our military personnel from Leos and wa are prepared to withdraw 
all thosa who are assisting the South Vietnamesc:as σοῦ og the 

North ¥Yietusmese stop their efforta to teke them over.
